able weather. The most powerful el- 
ectro-magetic guns of Uranus, Jupi- 
ter and Mars will be trained on this 
little speck of dirt, which only a few 
hundred years ago was considered the 
centre and principal objejet of the 
great universe,

Says Prohibition 


Vote Is Sufficient 


Calgary Clergyman States That Pleb- 
iscite Furnished Mandate to 
Government 


That the majority in the recent 
plebiscite is a substantial one and a 
mandate to the government to enforce 
the present legislation and amend the 
act to further restrict the liquor traffic 
is the contention of Rev. C. A. Sykes, 
in discussing the situation in a ser- 
mon at Central Methodist church, Cal- 
gary. Mr. Sykes pointed out that 
governments, provincial and 
municipal, are carrying on under less 
substantial majorities, and nobody 
even questions their right to do so.

He also pointed out that the provin- 
cial government of Alberta was elect- 
ed by only about 13,000 and the gov- 
ernment considers that it was elected 
by an overwhelming majority. Mr. 
Sykes deprecated the fact that there 
were a number of persons and insti- 
tutions attempting to minimize the 
result of the plebiscite and interpret 
it as a small majority, holding that 
the premier should take it as a man- 
date to further restrict the traffic. . 

Mr. Sykes told the congregation 
that everlasting work in the prohibi- 
tion movement should be the watch- 
There is 
a new generation to deal with, and it 
is the work of the church to educate 
the young people in the ways of so- 
briety and decency, as there has been 
too much resting on the oars since 
the abolition of the bars. He held 
that the present liquor act was being 
fairly well enforced, but that it would 
never be as well enforced as it should 
be so long as there were men in high 
offices opposed to 
movement.

The object of cow testing is to give 
the dairman accurate knowledge as to 
the production of milk and fat of each 
cow in the herd. It is readily admit- 
ted that the average cow does not 
produce as much milk as she is cap- 
able of giving, and many dairymen 
keep one or more cows that do not 
pay for their keep. Cow testing shows 
which cows are worth keeping in the 
herd and gives evidence against those 
that should be eliminated from the 
herd. “The progress of cow testing”, 
bulletin 58, Dairy and Cold Storage 
Series by A. H. White, B.S.A., shows 
that many farmers rely on guess work 
to pick out their best cows from 
which to save heifer calves for the 
future herds. Frequently, these gues- 
ses are not correct, cows which have 
good conformation are not always the 
best producers in the herd. Dairy re- 
cords will do away with guess work, 
and the farmer can safely select his 
best cows for breeding purposes. The 
duHetin, “The Progress of Cow Test- 
ing” may be secured free upon appli- 
cation to the Publications Branch, De- 
partment of Agriculture, Ottawa In 
addition to giving the essential ob- 
jects of cow testing it outlines the 
details of organization and gives 
some of the results obtained, which 
shows that many farmers have in- 


| ereased the production of their herds 


from 30 to 75 per cent. and some 
have doubled the herd average in a} 
few years. Wherever cow testing has | 
been followed for a few years, a de-| 
cided increase in the average produc- 5 
tien of each cow will be found, |
